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EFFECT OF NEW LAW ON 


J 


Under the operation of the 
new 
state law regarding trustees of Union 
and Joint Union High School districts 
all such trustees will go out of office 
on July 4, and will, if they desire to 
hold office again, have %o appear as 
candidates at the approaching elec­ 
tion for school trustees on April 1. 
The new law requires the election of 
a board of five trustees at large from 
the entire territory covered in the giv­ 
en district. 
Heretofore one trustee 
has been elected from each district 
included, and some of the districts 
have had as many as twenty trustees, 
while the average is about seven. As 
there’ are 97 union and 9 joint union 
high school districts in the state, a 
large number of trustees will be af­ 
fected by this election. 


, 
It was the purpose of the legisla­ 
ture in mak ing tins change to prevent 
such boards from becoming unwield- 
ly. 
Where there are so many trus­ 
tees in a board, they live far apart 
and it is difficult to get a majority 
together to do business. The new law 
will also mak e it easier for new dis­ 
tricts to be added to established un­ 
ion districts. 
The length of the terms 
of office of each of the five members 
of the new boards will be determined 
by lot at the time of organization, on 
the seconod Saturday in July. 
Other school trustees will be elect­ 
ed as formerly at this election.
